U.S. Worried 
Anew About 
Flow of Gold

NEW YORK (AP)-The cut In 


British interest rates this week 
coincides with renewed worries 
about the flow of short-term in- 
vestment funds—and some gold— 
from U.S. shores. 


The cut in London should help 


discourage any new rush such as 
the outflow of dollars and gold 
that a year ago caused doubts, 
quickly 
discounted, about 
the 


soundness of the U.S. dollar. 


Some investment money 
has 


been going to London from the 
United States, New York bankers 
haiVe reported in recent weeks. 
And. in the last week the U.S. gold 
supply has dipped after a period 
of relative stability. 


The price of gold on the London 


free market has risen and now 
stands IB cents above the U.S. 
Treasury official rate of $35 an 
ounce. 


The reason for the outflow of 


funds is that the British raised the 
Bank of England rate to 7 per cent 
July 25 from 5M> per cent because 
he pound sterling was in trouble.

But there are a lot of "ifs" in 


the way of that optimistic proph- 
ecy. 


Leaders 
of the two cities will 


start exploring how to remove 
some of them Oct. 20, when they 
meet in West Memphis to discuss 
oossible coordination of develop- 
ment activities to help the whole 
area. 


It's too early to say what may 


come of this—and future meet- 
ings. But it could be the first co- 
ordinated regional planning pro- 
gram to cover a major metropoli- 
tan area involving two states. 


The area has a lot in its favor, 


though, says William P. Rock, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Arkansas 
Industrial Development Commis- 
sion. 


"It's 
the most logical spot in 


the country to become something 
really 
tremendous," 
he 
said. 


"This should be bigger than At- 
lanta (now the South's leading, in- 
dustrial city) or bigger than any- 
thing else." 


Why hasn't it already started? 


It has, to an extent. Memphis 
grew 28.5 per cent in population 
in the last decade, to 619,722 resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area. 
But Crittenden C o u n t y (West 
Memphis) across the river grant- 
ed only .2 per cent. And Atlanta 
gained 39 per cent. 


The problem, Rock says, is "we 


haven't been alert to lake ad- 
vantage of the potential.'
